DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
Israel 129179 with a filing date March 25, 1999. 

2. Applicant's amendment of claims 1, 12-13,17-18, 20-25, 28, 31-32, 36-37, and 
46, and cancellation of claims of 6-7, 38-45 in Paper No. 0704, dated July 06, 2004, is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-5, 8-37, and 46 are pending in the application. 

Responses to Amendment 

3. Since the variable m of formula (I) does not represent 0, therefore, the rejection 
of claims 1-5, 8-37 and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 103 (a) has been overcome in 
Paper No. 0704, dated July 06, 2004. Since claims 6-7, and 45 have been cancelled, 
therefore, the rejection of claims 6-7, and 45 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 103 (a) is 
obviated.

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 8-27, 29-30, 36-37, and 46 are neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to 
cyclic glycerophosphates and analogs thereof. The closest prior art of record is 
Kobayashi et al. JP 09025235, discloses tumor metastasis inhibitors containing 1-0- 
acylglycerol-2, 3-phosphates. The difference between instant claims and Kobayashi et 
al. is that the variable m of formula (I) of instant compounds does not represent 0. 
Suggestion for modification of prior art to obtain the instant compounds/compositions 
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and methods of use has not been found. Claims 1-5, 8-27, 29-30, 36-37, and 46 are 
allowed.
